LAUDS TRADE PACTS 



Noted Commentator Predicts 
Franco Difficulty Witli 
Hitler, Mussolini 



Democracies possess a weapon 
far stronger than the guns and 
airplanes of totalitarian nations 
— the power of trade, boycott 
and credit. This power, in the 
opinion of H. V. Kaltenborn, is 
beginning to show its effect in 
Germany. 

Speaking before a luncheon meet- 
ing of the Canadian Club in the 
Mount Royal Hotel yesterday, the 
noted author and radio commen- 
tator, described the common rela- 
tionships among democratic coun- 
tries and expressed his belief that 
they will triumph in the present- 
day difficulties with aggressor na- 
tions. 

He noted' with approval the move 
for new trade agreements between 
the United States and Canada, ex- 
plaining that "this is the time when 
Canada and the United States 
should consolidate trade relations in 
every possible way." 

Mr. Kaltenborn saw little distinc- 
tion between Fascism and Com' 
munism as now practised. Stalin, 
a practical man, he said, has differ 
ent ideas from Karl Marx. The 
Soviet, he further declared, has 
never allowed a Communist theory 
to stand in the way of a sound capi- 
talistic practice. 

Franco Victory Certain. 
Organized teamwork of Japan, 
Germany and Italy will permit 
Mussolini to take advantage of a 
crucial moment to make his de- 
mands for French territory in the 
Mediterranean area, the speaker 
said. He went on to express his 
view that not enough emphasis has 
been placed on Prime Minister 
Chamberlain's recent declaration of 
British solidarity with France. 

The difficulty in Spain has not 
ended, it is just beginning, Mr. Kal

Japanese Delegate to , Madras 
Interprets Message of 
Christianity 



"The Challenge of a Changing 
World in the Far East," will be 
presented by Dr. Hachiro Yuasa, 
President of Doshisha University, 
the guest speaker this afternoon at 
an informal session of the Federa' 
tion Week program being sponsored 
by the S.C.M. The meeting will be 
held in the Conference Room of 
Strathcona Hall. Afternoon tea will 
be served, at 4 o'clock, and an op' 
portunity will be given students 
to meet this distinguished visitor 
and Principal of a sister university 

From Doctor's degree at the Uni 
versity of Illinois to the acting pre 
sidency of the most important 
Christian university in a nation of 
ninety million people in fourteen 
years— this has been the achieve- 
ment of Dr. Yuasa. After study and 
travel in Europe, he returned to 
Japan in 1924 as Professor in Kyoto 
Imperial University and soon after 
the bnxjerial University conferred 
upon him its degree of Doctor of 
Science. Ten years later, he was 
elected President of Doshisha Uni- 
versity, which position he now 
holds. 

Dr. Yuasa comes to Montreal as 
one of a team o^ three who are 
bringing Madras to Eastern Canada. 
Japanese delegate* and outstanding 
leader at the recent World Mission- 
ary Conference of the Christian 
Church at Madras, Dr. Yuasa will 
interpret the message of Christian- 
ity today in the light' of the chal- 
lenge of even<ts in the Far East

Canada's Interest Primary 
Factor in War Aid to 
Britain 



Jean Martineau, one of Mont- 
real's most prominent lawyers 
was guest speaker last night at 
the meeting of tlie International 
Relations Club. His topic was 
the attitude of the French people 
of Quebec to Canada's foreign 
policy. The speaker was intro- 
duced by Alfred Pick, president 
of the Club. 

Mr. Martineau began by saying 
that ' English-speaking Canadians 
must know the past of the French 
Canadians to really understand 
their point of view. In 1670, about 
the time when his own ancestors 
came to America, there was. a dif- 
ference between ' the French and 
what was known even then as '.'les 
Canadiens". The former were sold' 
iers and officials who had come to 
this country for a short time only 
and who still considered France 
their homeland. The latter were 
those who had come to setUe on 
the land, and who had no in ten 
tion of returning. Their business 
was to clear the land, cultivate it; 
and to fight when necessary, but 
they were not allowed to trade. 
These people were not provided 
with means of educating their chii 
drën. France was not interested in 
les Canadiens, all she cared' aboiit 
was profit. Trade of any kind. was 
forbidden them, for at leitst 100

DR. YINER SPEAKS 
TO PSYCHOLOGISTS 



Applications . of Hypnotism 
' SubjiBct of Tonight's 
Meeting 

The mysteries of hypnotism will 
be disclosed to the Psychological 
Society that meets tonight at 
o'clock in Strathcona Hall In a talk 
by Dr. Norman Viner. 

From the earliest times, hypno- 
tism has. been considered to be a 
power givèn only to sorcerers. and 
witches. Records are in existence 
telling the tale of the death these 
people suffered as a result of prac- 
tising their art. 

The. change from art or craft to 
science began about 1770 when 
Franz Anton Mesmer developed the 
theory of animal magnetism. Mes- 
mer had a medical training and so 
his interest in the subject was 
mainly clinical. Indirectly, of 
course, his reason for trying to de- 
velop a science from what had 
formerly been a criterion of witch- 
craft was humanitarian. 

The subject has advanced' greatly 
in the past 150 years, although it 
is only recenOy that it has .freed 
itself . completely from its ancient 
mystical .associatiôns.; Dr. Viner 
will, of course, consider hypnotism 
only as it is applicable to psychol- 
ogy, or else from a general scien- 
tific point of view.' . .

AshdowD Admirably Cast As 
'Petulant Child' 



IIViPRESSIVELY DRAIVIATIC 



Song Accompanied by Elec- 
tric Organ Is Notable 
Feature

"Richard of Bordeaux" opens 
tonight in one of the most vivid 
and colourful pageants that have 
graced the Moyse Hall stage, if 
we may judge from the dress re- 
hearsal which took place last 
night. 

Like Ferdinand the Bull, Richard 
II of England, son of the Black 
Prince, loved nothing more than to 
sit back in comfort and sme-e-U the 
flowers. Like Ferdinand, he was a 
pacifist who resented the efforts of 
the bold, bad barons to rouse him 
to emulation of his father's deeds 
of derririg-do. 

David Ashdown is admirably cast 
as this mercurial, pleasure-loving 
monarch, who answers his counsel- 
lors like a petulant child. Even in' 
his charming failure to be intense 
where the play calls for deep dra- 
matic feeling, Ashdown is Richard 
to the life. 

. Ashdown Adorable 

Co-eds will love him, and every 
debutante will want to kiss him 
after this show ' is over— at least, 
that is, our prediction. For. the cos- 
tumes of the day displayed the male 
leg to perfection— hair didn't show 
through mediaeval hose. In one 
scene, Richard flaunts the duckiest 
pink panties, and in another he is 
perfumed with "Night of Ecstasy" 
like a skivvy on Saturday night. 

Surrounding Richard is à brilliant 
fashion display. His chief- enemies 
are the restless, shrilly-clamourfng 
Gloucester (Maurice Hecht) and 
the yellow-bearded, arm - waving 
warrior Arundel (Bob Thomson); 
They beat the adolescent Richard 
into submission, defeating his army 
under the fine-feathered, chicken- 
hearted. Robert .De Vere . (Ambrose 
Saunders), who flees the field. His 
appearance before Richard is'im- 
pressivdy dramatic and well por- 
trayed. 

' Embittered by the exile of His 
friend and by the death from the 
plague of his lovely wife, Anne of 
Bohemia (Helene L'Espérance), an 
older and hardened Richard artful- 
ly plays the nobles off one against 
the other. He flatters Mowbray 
(Dave Neville), but hates him, for 
killing De Vere, and lates takea 
vengeance upon him. He coiurts the 
sauve Lancaster (Ropert Murrill), 
until at length he "holds the king' 
dom ' in his hand like a toy, and 
laughs like, a wicked child" (or like 
a sopbomorë who has been reading 
Aldoiis Hiixiey for the fhrst time, 
and has become cynical with disil* 
lusionment). 

Highly Entertaining. 

At length, he is overthrown- and 
replaced by Henry Bolingbroke, 
Earl . of Derby (Joe Jacobson), 
whom the playwright represents as 
a tacUess, wine-drinking boor with 
a shriew of a wife (Kitty- Ha ver- 
fleld).

Propaganda in 
Education 

IpHE opinion that "all education is propa- 
ganda" has cropped up sevcra^ times 
tCcently. Though it would be interesting to 
know why this opinion should appear just 
now, it is more important to consider in 
what sense the assertion is true, and if so 
how it concerns students. 

All education certainly has its roots and 
draws its life from the existing institutions 
and ideals of society. For this reason all 
education is impregnated with those ideals, 
li is propaganda for those ideals whctiier 
the educators know it or not. Any theorj- 
oft action which is harmful to those .things 
which the society cherishes is certain of 
; meeting reproof and reprobation. It may 
Tse stopped by social pressure or by force. 
In our democratic society it is the former 
alternative which is generally used, but it 
is none the less powerful. A radical opin- 
ion shrinks no less from teachers, friends, 
and family than it does from the power of 
the law. Men are afraid to think. 

One of the things that education in 
democratic countries has done is to give 
freedom to the thinker who will dare not to 
> fear. The student who has the courage to 
challenge social pressure really serves his 
society best, even though he must bear the 
punishment for it. He may return again 
s ^ to the accepted code, but by his action he 
• makes progress possible and he prevents 
consequences more dangerous. The more 
students arc aware of the propaganda in 
education and arm against it, the more 
i*3Syalue will that education have for them and 
^or the rest of society, . ,

CANADIAN POEMS by Robert S, Jenkins; 
McClelland & Stewart Ltd., Toronto;, pp. 285. 

We have always held to the theory that a 
poet must be one who is cither starving because 
nobody would recognized his genius or one who 
is so wealthy as not to care whether his poetry 
is being read or not. When a member ot the 
Great Middle Class decides to devote his "spare 
time" to the writing of poetry, the result is 
inevitably "middle class". Such, we fear, is the 
case of the pyoems of Robert Jenkins. 

Mr. Jenkins, in his lifetime, was a well- 
known teacher in the Province of Ontario; he 
was one-time lecturer at Trinity College in 
Toronto, and a High School Principal. All 
these various spheres of occupational activity 
seem to have afforded Mr. Jenkins very little 
time to devote to his poetic endeavours, and 
the result shows up in his poems. They are 
definitely mediocre by every standard. It may 
well be assumed that the constant association of 
the poet with things pedagogical has caused a 
state of mind which would preclude the possi- 
bility of writing anything with a living appeal 
in it All the idea% which Mr. Jenkins has ex- 
pressed in his prose and poetry are of a lofty 
super-earthly type. He never comes down to 
earth when speaking of the things of this mun- 
dane world. 

Probably the most glaring deficiency of Mr. 
Jenkins' poetry is the fact that he has chosen 
to write of almost everything and anything in 
approximately the same metre and style. The 
effect in some respects is very disturbing. It 
is almost inconceivable that a poet with a true 
feeling for his work would write a dissertation 
on life, death, sadness, mirth, God, Canada, and 
any number of unrelated subjects In a very 
related type of metre and rhythm! 

In justice to the poet it must be said that he 
had an excellent knowledge of the English 
language— as well as of the Classical languages, 
from which he translated profusely— and he at- 
tempted to put thafknowledge to thé same use 
as did Tennyson. However, whereas Tennyson 
wrote discriminatingly, Mr. Jenkins chose to 
eulogize everything. Being, as has been said 
before, a teacher he could not help but come 
in contact with the various' problems of human 
beings, but he chose to ignore the darker side 
of things, to overbalance, so as to create the 
illusion of seeing things through rose-tinted 
glasses. At a time when literature, poetry, art, 
music and the theatre are coming to realize 
more and more the importance of correlating 
the Arts to life, such an attitude on the part 
of a poet, who lays claims to being represen- 
tative of Canada, is unforgivable.

THE AMERICAN THEATRE by John Anderson 
and Rene Fulop-Miller, N.Y.; Dial Press, 
1938. 437p. $5.00. 

As Mr. Anderson himself states in the pre- 
face "The American theatre" is not meant to 
be a comprehensive history. This' has been 
amply covered by Professor Odell's recent ten- 
volume "History of the theatre", as well as by 
numerous earlier writers of the drama. "By 
confining this study to the playhouses and the 
artists who animate them",, the author has man- 
aged to condense into only a hundred pages 
the chief historical facts since the emergence 
of American drama. 

John Anderson's opinions have not been 
formed haphazardly, for he has been dramatic 
critic of the New York Journal for some years, 
and has remained in close touch with the New 
York stage and all it has to offer the Atnerican 
public. Tracing the development of American 
drama from the first truly native play written 
by Royall Tyler in 1787 to CNeill's "Strange 
Interlude" produced 140 years later, and show- 
ing how its suppressed beginnings ultimately 
resulted in the extremes of self-expression, the 
"American theatre" forms a concise and inter- 
esting addition to the field of dramatic history. 

The illustrated section which follows the 
text comprises nearly five hundred photographs 
of settings, players and dramatic activities and 
was originally planned to trace thé gradual ma- 
turity of American stagecraft. However, al- 
though the pictures are well-chosen, they are 
very badly arranged. The reader will look 
rapidly through them, find them very pleasing, 
but will in no way connect them with the his- 
tory of the theatre which he has just read. 

The motion-picture section of the book was 
prepared by Rene Fulop-lMiller, the Hungarian 
writer of "Rasputin", "Tolstoi" and other 
biographies, as well as a history of the Russian 
theatre. Although it seems rather strange for a 
foreiisner to write about the American motion- 
picture, Mr. Fulop-Miller is well qualified, for, 
in addition to several years spent in the United 
States studying the cinema, he was joint author 
in 1931 of "Das Amerikanische Theatre und 
Kino", a carefully planned panorama of theatre 
activities published in Vienna. His contribution 
seems rather lengthy, considering the compara- 
tively short period which is covered. 

Mr. Fulop-Miller's picture section Is better 
organized than that of Mr. Anderson, although 
the material is uneven in value. Highlight of 
the collettion is a reproduction of part of a 
Mickey Mouse picture, which helps to make up 
for the Chaplin and Pickford stills which al- 
ready have appeared far too often! 

Neither the printer nor the binder can be 
blamed for any deficiency in "The American 
theatre". Mr. Anderson should have contented 
himself with fewer pictures, arranged so that 
a more; definite relation would be ' established 
between them and his brief, but excellent, 
history.

ON THE FRONTIER by W. H. Audent and 
Chrlstofér Isherwood; Faber and Faber, Lon- 
don; 1939; 122 pp.; $2. 
A good play reflects the times, and often 
leads the times. That is a platitude with which 
all agree. "On the Frontier", accordliig to that 
definition, is a good play for it is an excellent 
reflection of the spirit of the times. But it is not 
a good play. 

Paradoxical? Not at all. It is true. A good 
play according to universal standards is' one 
that portrays a character that is true at all 
times. .That is what Shaljespeare did. And that 



is what Auden and Isherwood did not do. As 
soon as the times have changed their characters 
in this play will be dead. And so will the 
play, except for a few people who will take 
honours in English. 

Nonetheless, "On The Frontier" when pre- 
sented on the stage will be a great success. It 
is made of the same emotional stuff as Irwin 
Shaw's "Bury the Dead". The emotions are 
excited because it strikes a theme that, in this 
day and age, is paramount in everyone's mind. 
And these emotions are hard hit by the descrip- 
tion of the country's Leader as a pawn in the 
hands of the sure, deadly Industrialist. When 
the Leader attempts to act for himself the re- 
sult is disaster. 

As in all plays, there is a lovo interest. The 
one bright spot of the play is the fact that this 
love interest is subordinated to the general 
theHie of men playing with forces greater than 
themselves and which, in spite of their belief, 
they do not control. Even the industrialist 
meets death firm in the belief that he of all 
people would be spared the doom he brought 
others. The two lovers die a better death. 
They die secure in the belief that some day 
the world will be a safe place for people such 
as they (living on opposite sides of the frontier) 
to love and be loved. 

Frankly we were disappointed in the play. 
We had an idea of the type of work Auden 
would turn out as a result of reading "Letters 
From Iceland", in which he and MacNiece col- 
laborated. This play is not up to the standard 
he set l>efore. but it shows that he Is learning 
the true role of a dramatist, that of portraying 
the times and pointing a way out— if there is 
one.

BASKETBALL— The American Game, by H, 
Clifford Carlson, M.D. (Head Coach of Basket- 
ball, University of Pittsburgh)— Funk & Wag- 
nalls Company, $2.00. 
In his book Dr. Carlson has opened the 
door to understanding of the finer points of 
basketball. For all interested in the game 
whether player, coach or spectator, a wealth of 
valuable and interesting information may be 
obtained by studying his words. The facts and 
principles set forth are based upon soundly- 
acquired knowledge and experience. Dr. Carl- 
son, himself once a good athlete, is Head 
Basketball Coach at the University of Pitts- 
burgh and his teams rank among the best in 
the States. 

He has set forth in complete detail the 
fundamentals of the game, which, as he says, 
every player must master instinctively. To aid 
the coach and player the book contains numer- 
ous photographs which depict the various 
techniques of footwork and ball-handling. The 
systems of offence and defence are' explained 
in detail. Coach Carlson lays great stress on 
fundamentals which must be learned, he doesn't 
believe in natural-born athletes. It seems to 
be his opinion that great athletes are- the pro- 
ducts of good coaches. 

In the chapter entitled, "Psychology in 
Competition", he makes this statement about 
coaching — "The techniques of the game, the 
importance of well-drilled plays, are of greater 
importance to a team than all the inspiring 
fight talks a movie script writer might imagine 
in a decade of 'dying for dear old Siwash' col- 
lege thrillers". Some coaches don't follow this 
method but believe in a good pep-talk before a 
game. Both techniques seem to bring results.

(Comparatively little Is known about Jap- 
anese Poetry. As a result the authors of much 
Japanese verse must remain anonymous. -Any 
attempt to study Japanese Poetry chronologi- 
cally would leave one despairing. ' We may, 
however, assume that Japanese Poetry, as an 
Art, began with the Manyo Shu or The Ten 
Thousand ' Leaves Collection. 

The poems in this collection were written 
during the seventh and eighth centuries A.D.; 
but we can trace some of the earliest, specimens 
of Japanese Poetry back to the sixth century 
B.C. 

The Manyo Shu contains a great many 
"tankas" or short-songs and a lesser number 
of "naga-uta" or long-songs. The "tanka" is 
a poem of live lines. The "tanka" given below 
might be considered exemplary and representa- 
tive of the highest genius in Japanese Poetry.

THEATRE 



MacBETH. 

In commenting on the M.R.T. 
Studio production of "MacBeth, I 
am tempted to echo the words of 
MacDuff who, upon discovering the 
bloody body of MacBeth, cried out, 
"Oh, Horror! Horror! Horror!" For 
my critical conscience compels me 
to state that I found the produc- 
tion dull and tiresome, crudely 
staged, and, for the most part, 
crudely acted. 

Yet, paradoxically enough, I offer 
my congratulations to the M.R.T 
for the first time in many a month, 
for its brave attempt to make "Mac- 
Beth" an interesting production in 
the face of almost insuperable odds. 
For the M.R.T. Studio productions 
of "Uncle Vanya" and 'IMacBeth" 
satisfy me that the M.R.T. is not 
immune to the finer aspects of the 
theatre, and that it still contains 
the germs ot a serious community 
theatre. But why must the M.R.T. 
waste its more effective talents in 
the inconsequential fluff that re- 
presents its major theatrical ef- 
forU? Why not ^ve "MacBeth" the 
cast and production it both merits 
and needs instead of jeopardizing 
the production by inadequate 
preparation, inferior < staging, and 
limited, inexperienced acting ef- 
fort? 

It pains me to be so harsh in my 
criticism ot a production, while 
heartily approving of the attempt of 
the .producers. It is true that there 
are many extenuating circum- 
stances. Yet the presence of many 
inexperienced actors in the cast and 
the limited facilities of the Victoria 
Hall stage can merely make a poor 
production understandable; but can 
hardly induce a more favorable 
judgment except in respect to the 
intentions of the producers. I think 
a good swift kick in the theatrical 
pants of the M.R.T. will be more 
effective than a mild dusting. 

As to the production, Messrs. 
West and Ready might have been 
more thorough and imaginative in 
their staging of the play. Mechani- 
cal direction, accentuated by heavy 
acting, proved more than a match 
for Mr. Shakespeare's rather fine 
script in a three-hour tussle. The 
cramping effect of the Victoria Hall 
stage probably handicapped the di- 
rectors in staging exits and en- 
trances, but need .not have left its 
mark on the play's pattern of move- 
ment to a very great extent Messrs. 
West and Ready should have fore- 
seen that their treatment of the 
witch scenes might produce unfor- 
tunately comical moments. Unless 
the supernatural scenes in Shake- 
speare's plays are so staged as to 
conjure up a gloomy, awesome sense 
of othcr-worldiness, they tend to be 
uncomfortably reminiscent of the 
Rltz Brothers. Such proved to be 
the case with the witch scenes. 
They were too brightly lighted, too 
clear-cut, and too long. 

Douglas Peterson was a com- 
petent MacBeth but was unable to 
carry the 'play. His characteriza- 
tion lacked the maturity, dignity 
and mingled ruthlessness and wealc- 
ness that was MacBelh's. Some of 
Shake^eare's most beautiful lines 
were marred by Mr. Peterson's 
jerky, nasal delivery. Esther Sollo- 
ways performance as Lady MacBeth 
was the most satisfying one of the 
evening. Her handling of the sleep- 
walking scene provided the best 
moments of the play. Her beautiful 
voice and diction compensated for 
her tendency toward sing-song re- 
citation. Jack Ralph made a brief 
but dignified appearance as the 
unfortunate Duncan. Robert Young's 
porter furnished some very effec- 
tive and much needed comedy re- 
lief. 

Mr. West's unit set was ingenious 
but taxed both actors and audience 
too greatly. The steps of the set 
covered a considerable portion of 
the playing space and caused much 
awkwardness on the part of the 
actors. As for the spectator, one 
can only suspend a certain amount 
of disbelief. . . .an amount much 
less than that demanded by Cecil 
West's setting. The costumes by 
Dorothy Hea'rn and Shirley Simp- 
son were excellent 

In spite of the severity of the 
foregoing I feel singularly optimis- 



tic about the future of the M.R.T. 
For the M.R.T. Studio ventures 
symbolize a renaissance, and if the 
birth pangs may be rather severe 
at first, the vigor and Importance 
of the new-bom M.R.T. will obliter- 
ate the pain.. — R.S.

THE STATE 
IN SOCIETY 



Following is the text of the ad- 
dress delivered last Friday eueniticr 
by His Excellency, the Governor- 
General, as he closed the aeries 
"The State in Societi;," 

It is a privilege to be with you 
today, if only to have a chance of 
listening to Mr. Clay's address— I 
wish I had been able to hear also 
Mr. Warren and Mr, Wolman. You 
have done me a great honour in 
asking me to deliver a kind of 
epilogue to these' lectures. But 
please do not misunderstand me. 
My studies have not lain for the 
most part in the spheres to which 
these lectures ^have directed your 
attention, so I cannot speak as an 
expert. But I have had something 
to do with the practical business of 
government in various parts of the 
globe, so in my few words to you 
I am going to speak as the average 
citizen, the plain man, what phil- 
osophers call the "ordinary con- 
sciousness", that ordinary conscious- 
ness which is the raw material of 
philosophy, and which provides a 
following for the philosophers. 

I like the title of the series, "The 
State in Society," for it admits the 
important truth that the community 
is an organization greater than the 
State— a — truth too often forgotten 
today. One purpose, I gather, is 
to reach a more intelligent under- 
standing of the group of sciences 
which we call Sociology and to 
view them in the right perspective 
I have seen Sociology described as 
in a special sense the American 
science, and certainly much bril- 
liant work has been done on this 
side of the Atlantic. I remember 
also some uncomplimentary obser- 
vations of M. Bergson, who denied 
l^feAtMliwas a science at all. How 
«ao^ve define a science? Shall wc 
say something like this — a science 
is a body of true assertions, and 
these asesrtions are logically and 
systematically inter-connected? Do 
the so-called social sciences fulfil 
these conditions? The first un- 
doubtedly: a vast body of more or 
less accurate data has been 
assembled. The second— bhat these 
data are systematically intercon- 
nected? Well, I am not so sure. 

Do you remember a sentence in 
an early philosophical work of the 
late Lord Balfour where he wrote, 
"The science of Sociology has been 
planned out by some very able 
philosophers much as a prospective 
watering place is planned out by a 
speculative builder". You observe 
the underlying sarcasm, the touch 
of esprit malin. But personally, I 
see nothing wrong in the definition; 
my only complaint is that the town- 
planning of the social sciences has 
not been more carefully and thor- 
oughly done. For the study of man 
as a social being has many ramifi- 
cations and involves many branches 
of knowledge. There is the hislori- 
cal..and geographical background; 



«|e'' is the embryology of the 
State; there is the study of devel- 
oped relations — the science of eco- 
nomics, of law, of the technique of 
government; there is the ethical 
side; and there is the ultimate ques- 
tion of purpose which involves po- 
litical philosophy. None of these 
can be 'completly isolated. The stu- 
dent of any one of them must at 
any rate be aware of the others, 
and must have his windows open to 
a wide landscape. Therefore, more 
than in most branches of knowl- 
edge, we need a related and bal- 
anced order of studies. 

It is to foster this purpose that 
these lectures have been arranged. 
The pursuit of any one branch in 
isolation may have no educative 
value, at all. I have known people 
who had the whole jargon of clas- 
sical economics at their fingers' 
ends; I have known people who 
could reel off every theory of the 
State that was ever devised; but in 
neither case' had their minds re- 
ceived any serious education. They 
would have been better empoyed 
in the study of a thing like her- 
aldry — which at any rate is pic- 
turesque. There is a good deal of 
talk today of autarky, «utarkeia, 
self-sufficiency— all of it dangerous; 
but there is nothing more dangerous 
than Ihis - intellectual autarky, this 
artificial isolation of branches of 
thought, the value of which lies in 
their organic interconnection. 
, Dangers of Isolation. 

In the few minutes granted to me 
let me summarize very briefly the 
dangers of this isolation. 

1. The first is intellectual barren- 
ness. If you have a closed system 
of thought there is no ^ance of 
development Your subject is never 
fertilized by contact- with the real 
world. What should be regarded 
as a means is taken as an end. If 
: I may borrow a metaphor from Mr. 
Justice Cardozo, late of the Supreme 
Court of the United States, "The 
inn that shelters for the night is 
not the journey's end. The tra- 
veller must be ready fpr \fye njpr- 
row." You can see this danger in 
political science,' where a compari- 
son and classification of constitu- 
tions can be the most arid of 
studies. You find it in economics, 
You find it in law, which, in the 
hands of certain judges and jurists, 



is merely a game of permutations 
and combinations played with a 
limited number of dogmatic count- 
ers. These domatists may declare 
that that is the only way to keep 
the law stable; but stability 'is not 
the same thing as stagnation. 

2. A second danger of isolation- 
ism is that, lacking the impulse to 
compare ' derived from cognate 
studies, we can accumulate a mass 
of facts without any adequate in- 
terpretation or evaluation. That is 
already too true of certain social 
studies, where we have got togeth- 
er the materials for a huge meal 
which we have not cooked and 
therefore won't be able to digest. 

3. A third danger i& that we fall 
into a vice which is too common 
today, which we may call ideologi- 
cal intolerance. For consider. If I 
adopt certain views, legal, political 
or economic, in isolation, without 
understanding their historical back- 
ground, I shall tend to take them 
for absolute truths, valid every- 
where and at any time, and there- 
fore excommunicate all who do not 
accept them. 

4. Finally— and I speak with 
feeling as a lover of the English 
language— isolationi«n leads to the 
most abominable jargon. Have you 
ever considered how the standard 
of scientific writing has fallen in 
recent years? How few scientists 
can write English as Darwin wrote 
it, or Huxley! The reason is that, 
if you shut yourself up in a sub- 
ject, you are apt to Invent a short- 
hand in wihich you can communi- 
cate with Qlher people interned in 
the mausoleum.- It saves troi^Ie. 
Now a technical languiage, a r^son- 
able system of symbols, may be 
necessary, but we must remember 
that such symbols must expedite 
and not hinder, must clarify and 
not obscure knowledge. They are 
the means to an end, and that end 
is the student's understanding. . But 
it is fatally easy to fall from a 
rational technical terminology into 
a barren isolationist jargon. I re- 
member once hearing Lord Ruther- 
ford, one of the greatest men ever 
associated with this university, say 
that no conclusion in physics which 
he ever reached was of any use to 
him until he could put it into plain 
English, The mathematical form- 
ulae could follow, but he was not 
satisfied that his doctrine was sound 
unless he could put it into language 
understood by the ordinary man. 

For these reasons, gentlemen, I 
think this series of lectures of the 
first importance, and I hope that 
the spirit which has inspired them 
will flourish among you. If it does 
it will be a godsend to McGill, to 
Canada, and to the world, for there 
is no truth which should be more 
emphasised today than the interde- 
pendence of knowledge. Let us hope 
that the famous lines of Pope will 
some day come true: 

"Physic of Metaphysic begs 
defence. 

And Metaphysic calls for aid of 
Sense."

tenborn declared. "The triumph , of 
Franco is the triumph of Italy and 
Germany, and these countries will 
not retire from Spain though I do 
not doubt that Franco wants them 
to do so. 

"I can't believe," headded, "that 
Italy and Germany have made these 
tremendous, sacrifices without ex- 
pecting something in return." -, 

He saw no hope for Loyalist 
Spain. That the policy- of . non-in- 
tervention will lead to a Franco 
victory, is only a question of time, 
Mr. Kaltenborn said. 

The common aim of democratic 
countries is to do away with the 
doctorine of force and to stimulate 
decent reIations:\among mankind; 
this goal is niore 'binding than any 
treaty written on paper, he de- 
clared. . 

No Dictator Conceasioni. 

"Don't forget that the dictator al- 
ways looks good up to the last five 
minutes," he said. "As I see the 
signs in Germany I find that cer- 
tain aspects of that five-minute 
period are beginning to be appar- 
ent. The elimination of Schacht 
and the last sound methods of eco- 
nomics and finance have given way 
to the complete acceptance of the 
stupidities of the economic ideol- 
ogies of the Nazis. That is a step 
which in the long run can ony 
mean disaster. Hitler admitted as 
much in his last speech when he 
said Germany must export or die." 

Touching briefly on the policy of 
appeasement he declared that dic- 
tators, will make no concessions 
since their strength lies ii} their ne- 
cessity to stand firmly. If a dic- 
tator weakens, his people will real- 
ize his faults, and doubt will begin 
_to rise as to the benefits' <Sf t!:total- 
itarian system, Mr. Kaltenborn said.

years. Then In 1765 when the Eng* 
lish conquered Canada the French- 
Canadians still stayed on their 
farms. They did not dislike the 
English for . they considered them 
merely as new masters. Thus they 
•were completely cut off from 
France. Canada became their home-, 
,for they knew no other country. 
Their love is firmly rooted, and 
one cannot expect them to change. 
Tbis is their background. 

Habitant Classes. 

Mr. Martineau then, proceeded to 
deal with the different classes found 
in French Canada, the farmer, the 
worker, and lastly the merchants 
and those in the different pro- 
fessions .\ The French farmers, he 
said, were no different from those 
in any other country. Being con- 
tent with their land they took little 
interest in outside affairs, ' apart 
from local politics. The workers 
are less class-conscious than those 
in other countries, for they have 
not been working long enough for 
that, most of them being sons of 
farmers.. They read about politics 
in the newspapers, but internation- 
al politics have no interests for 
them. The upper classes follow In- 
ternational questions closely, but it 
is not their main interest. Canada 
is their one concern. 

External Outlook. 

The . feelings of the French- 
Canadians towards other countries 
were then explained to the mem- 
bers of the Club. He dealt first 
with the United States. There are 
as many French-Canadians living in 
the New England States as there 
are in Quebec and these people feel 
perfectly at home there. They have 
no desire to be part of the Union, 
but if this came about, the majority 
would not object. The French feel 
that since (Canada and the United 
States are so closely bound to- 
gether, our foreign policy should 
be more like that of the States than 
that of England. 

Attitude To Enflish. 

Towards the English in Canada 
the French feel nothing but sincere 
liking. The French-Canadians like 
the English in Great Britain be- 
cause of the English in Canada, but 
of England itself they know little. 
It England became involved in a 
war, they would not give her their 
support unless there was something 
In it for Canada: They refuse to 
join in foreign wars when they 
have nothing to say about foreign 
policy. They do not wish to be 
bound by the acts of what they 
feel is a foreign country. The 
French-Canadians, feel that Cham- 
berlain's act in thé fall was a great 
mistake. If War breaks out on 
account of this, they do not wish 
to pay for England's mistake. The 
French, Mr. Martineau continued, 
felt that they had been brought 
into the Great War without having 
been consulted, and Canada, the 
only country ■which got nothing out 
of it, stiU feels the effects after 
21 years. French Canada admires 
England exceedingly, said Mr. 
Martineau; they are however, 2 
different countries, while bound by 
the idea of Empire are bound but 
loosely. 

In conclusion, Mr. Martineau said 
'To understand one another, we 
must speak one another's language."
